They will further 
have to give an undertaking that they will comply with the Fair Wages Resolution 
of the House of Commons. 

Attention is called to the following resolution passed by both Houses of Parliament 
on February 16, 1926 :— 

“That, in the opinion of this House, it is the duty of the Government in 
all Government contracts to make provision for the employment to the fullest 
possible extent of disabled ex-service men, and to this end to confine such 
contracts, save in exceptional circumstances, to employers enrolled on the 
King’s National Roll.”’

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
2,553,000 tons, and was 111,000 tons (4:2 per cent.) 
less than the total for November, 1932. The tonnage 
of British vessels decreased by 138,000 tons, or 8 per 
cent., while increases of 29,000 tons (25 per cent.), 
36,000 tons (25 per cent.) and 19,000 tons (16 per 
cent.) were recorded respectively for Norwegian, 
German and Dutch vessels. The British proportion 
of the net tonnage that arrived in ballast was 61 per 
cent. in November, 1933, and 64 per cent. in Novem- 
ber, 1932. Of the total British tonnage that arrived, 
only 28 per cent. was in ballast in the later, as com- 
pared with 32 per cent. in the earlier period. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
November, 1933, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad, aggregated 5,483,000 tons, this total 
being 168,000 tons, or 3-2 per cent., more than that 
for November of the previous year. The quantity of 
tonnage departing with cargo from United Kingdom 
ports in recent months has been considerably above 
that recorded a year earlier, the aggregate increase 
during the four months August to November amount- 
ing to more than a million tons. The more important 
increases shown in November were in respect of 
“Northern Europe (Foreign)’’ and ~“* Kurope 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ the 
increase in the case of the former area being due 
largely to greater exports of coal, ‘There were also 
considerable increases in the departures with cargo for 
‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the Pacific,’’ Austral- 
asia, and the Atlantic Coast of South America, while 
departures for ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries,’’ ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India ’’ and 
‘‘ North America—Atlantic Coast ’’ showed moderate 
declines. As regards the nationalities of the vessels, 
British tonnage was higher by 68,000 tons, or 2 per 
cent., Norwegian by 36,000 tons, or 16 per cent., and 
French tonnage by 48,000 tons, or 24 per cent., but 
United States tonnage decreased by 24,000 tons, or 
17 per cent. About 62 per cent. of the net tonnage 
that departed with cargo in November, 1933, was 
British, the proportion a year earlier being 63 per cent. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 3,736,000 tons, being 404,000 tons, or 1271 
per cent., more than in November, 1932. Of the prin- 
cipal nationalities specified in the tables British vessels 
increased by 250,000 tons (13 per cent.) and French 
vessels by 58,000 tons (95 per cent.), while German 
tonnage declined by 39,000, or 16 per cent. There was 
a considerable increase amounting to 147,000 tons, or 
33 per cent., in the tonnage of vessels of ‘‘ Other 
Nationalities,’’ Italian, Danish and Greek tonnage 
contributing largely to this increase. The British pro- 
portion of the net tonnage that departed in ballast was 
between 58 and 59 per cent. in both November, 1933, 
and November, 1932. Of the total British tonnage 
that departed 39 per cent. was in ballast in the later 
and 37 per cent. in the earlier month.

Increases in the arrivals with cargo were recorded 
at most of the principal ports. There was an all-round 
improvement in shipping at the port of London; the 
increased ‘arrivals with cargo were largely from 
Northern European Countries, while the increase in 
the departures in ballast was mainly due to the return 
movement to those countries. The figures for South- 
ampton continue to reflect the change, to which refer- 
ence has been made previously in these articles, 
whereby certain German and United States liners now 
use Southampton Docks instead of calling off Cowes. 


Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals 
and departures with cargo in the coasting trade in- 
creased by 53 per cent. (109,000 tons) and 6-0 per 
cent. (123,000 tons) respectively. Increases of 3-3 per 
cent. (74,000 tons) in the arrivals and 41 per cent. 
(91,000 tons) in the departures, were recorded in 
respect of the tonnage of vessels in ballast.

FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that between 
December 14 and 20, 1933, the following quantities of 
Canadian apples and pears were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports: —-Apples, 65,000 boxes and 21,200 barrels; pears, 200 


boxes. 


In addition, 12,100 barrels and 5,000 barrels of apples 
went to Rotterdam and Antwerp, respectively. 


The Fruit Branch of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture at Ottawa reports that Canadian apple exports dur- 
ing the current season down to November 30 last totalled 
1,476,752 barrels, 42,905 half-barrels and 1,339,894 boxes, as 
compared with 596,232 barrels, 22,026 half-barrels and 
1,191,866 boxes, respectively, during the corresponding 
period of the previous season. 


NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN SEPTEMBER, 1933 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
by the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, imports and 
exports (both including specie) amounted in value to 
£2,062,219 and £2,173,054, as compared with £2,155,530 and 
£1,512,796, respectively, in September, 1932, while the totals 
for the first nine months of last year were: imports, 
£15,724,264, and exports, £31,838,793, as against £17,065,699 
and £28,686,652 a year earlier. 


Imports in the month under review rose by 17-3 per cent. 
over August but declined by 4-3 per cent. from September, 
1932, while the nine months’ total shows a decrease of 
8-6 per cent. from the corresponding total of 1932. 


Although the export trade reached its lowest point for the 
year during September last, with a fall in total value of 
17-4 per cent. from the previous month, a rise was still 
maintained over September, 1932, equivalent to as much as

43°6 per cent. For the nine months under review exports 
were considerably heavier than in the same period of 1932, 
and the total represents an increase of 15-2 per cent. over 
last year’s figure.

EGYPT 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN NOVEMBER, 1933 


The Statistical Department of the Ministry of Finance 
announces that the total imports into Egypt in the month 
ended November 30 were valued at £K.2,626,745, as com- 
pared with £E.2,396,748 in the corresponding month of 1932; 
exports (including cotton) amounted to £E.3,964,390, as

HELSINGFORS. 

Imports from the United Kingdom in September, 1933, 
were valued at 66-6 million F.mks., or 17-2 per cent. of total 
imports, as compared with 65-3 million F.mks. and 17-8 per 
cent. in the same month of 1932. In October, 1933, imports 
from the United Kingdom had increased to 74-6 million 
F.mks. and 18-3 per cent., as against 59-9 million F.mks. 
and 15-2 per cent. in October, 1932. It should be observed that 
imports from the United Kingdom in the summer months were 
larger both on a percentage basis and in absolute figures. 
During the past two months, however, the United Kingdom 
percentage share of Finland’s imports has slightly declined. 
Thus at the end of October the total stood at 635-7 million 
F.mks. and 19-96 per cent., while at the end of August the 
corresponding figures were 494-5 million F.mks. and 20-6 
per cent. It would seem that the increase of imports from 
the United Kingdom has momentarily reached a maximum 
though it is to be hoped that the ratification of the Com- 
mercial Agreement will not fail to improve the position still 
further. The figure at the end of October is nevertheless 
considerably higher than at the same period of 1932, ‘when 
imports from the United Kingdom were only 510-2 million 
F.mks., or 18-6 per cent. of the total. (1931 = 345-7 million 
F.mks. = 12-1 per cent. Increase over 1931 = 85 per cent.)

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION IN 1982 
(From the British Legation)

The total value of production in 1932 amounted to 1,306 
million kroner, as compared with 1,136 million kr. in 1931 
and 1,537 million kr. in 1930. The increase over 1931 was 
15 per cent. During the year 231-6 million hours were 
worked, an increase of 31-7 million hours, and the total 
amount paid in wages therefor was 263-2 million kr., as 
compared with 236-2 million kr. in 1931 and 314 million 
kr. in 1930; while salaries paid to staffs amounted to more 
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than 71 million kr. The value of the raw material em- 
ployed amounted to 592-5 million kr. In 1931 and 1930 the 
figures, respectively, were 500 million kr. and 726 million 
kr. The increase of 92 million kr., or 18-5 per cent. over 
1931 was comparatively heavier than the increase in respect 
of value of production. The amount expended on fuel and 
electric power was 24-7 million kr. and 36°6 million kr., 
respectively. 

If payments in respect of rent and repairs are included 
in the value of production, the total gross value arrived 
at will be 1,370 million kr., or 172 million kr. more than 
in 1931. 

The quantity of goods has also been calculated in respect 
of the individual groups of industries, all of which show 
an increase of 19 per cent. The increase is greatest in the 
industries which in 1931 were affected by the labour con- 
flict. In the majority of the groups the quantity was smaller 
than in 1930, except in the oil and fat industry, the leather 
industry and the textile industry, where activities in 1932 
were greater than ever before. Specially stimulating was 
the depreciation in the kroner. Assuming 1927 = 100, 
the development since that time has been as follows:— 
1928 = 110-5; 1929 = 123-1; 1930 = 124-3; 1931 = 95:3; 
1932 = 113-5. Thus 1932 was higher than 1928 and as much 
as 13-5 per cent. higher than 1927. 

The increase in production in respect of the individual 
industries in 1932 (1927 = 100) was:—Ore 124, earth and 
stone 103-5, iron and metal 125, chemical and electro- 
chemical 125, oil and fat 131, gaswork 104, timber 98, paper 
108, leather and rubber goods 116, textile 137-5, clothing 
112, foodstuffs 100, and polygraphic 111.

THE CATTLE (IMPORT REGULATION) ORDER, 
1933 


|. General.—By an Order dated December 20, 1933, made 
hy the Board of Trade under Section I of the Agricultural 
Marketing Act, 1933, cattle as defined in paragraph 2 of this 
Notice are prohibited to be imported into the United King- 
dom from the Irish Free State, except under licence, and 
beef or veal or edible beef or veal offals are absolutely pro- 
hibited to be imported into the United Kingdom from the 
lrish Free State. The Order takes effect as from 
January 1, 1934. 


2. Definitions.—Cattle to which the Order applies are fat 
cattle, store cattle, bulls showing permanent incisor teeth, 
and dry cows.

5. Entries for Cattle imported under licence.—In the case 
of cattle in respect of which the Board of Trade has issued 
a licence authorising the importation, the relative licence 
should be produced at the time when the relative Customs 
entry is delivered. A declaration is to be made on the entry 
that the goods are claimed to be imported under the pro- 
visions of a Board of Trade licence authorising the importa- 
tion. Cattle claimed to be exempt (e.g., animals under six

6. Declaration on Entries.—Declarations under para- 
graph 5 will be accepted (1) from the actual importer, if an 
individual, or from a clerk in his employment, if duly 
authorised in writing; (2) in the case of a private company 
or firm, from one of the partners or from a clerk in their 
employment, if duly authorised in writing; (3) in the case of 
a limited company, from any director or from the secretary, 
without authorisation under the seal of the company, or 
from any other officer of the company, if duly authorised in 
writing by any director or by the secretary; (4) from a firm 
carrying on business as shipping or forwarding agents, to 
whom the importer has given the necessary authority in 
writing to act as his agent for Customs purposes; such 
authority will be taken to have given the agent implied 
authority to carry out all the business (including the making 
of the necessary declaration of value) in the usual way by 
his clerks or servants. Letters of authority, which may be

REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF: INTRODUCTION 


OF CUSTOMS TARIFF PREFERENCE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of ‘‘ The Customs 
Duties Act, 1933,’’ passed by the Legislative Assembly of 
Tonga, which introduces, for the first time, Preferential 
rates of Customs duty for Empire goods imported into the 
Protectorate. The grant of preference has been effected by 
maintaining in most cases, so far as Empire goods are con- 
cerned, the Customs duties previously in force (which 
applied to imports from all sources) and by increasing those 


duties in the case of foreign goods. 


The new schedule of import duties is reproduced below, 
together with the rates of duty previously leviable :—

6. (1).—The following shall be the classes of goods 
which shall be deemed for the purposes of this Act to be 
the produce or manufacture of the British Empire, the 
produce or manufactures of which are entitled to be

(b) Goods wholly manufactured within countries in the 
British Empire from materials produced in such 


countries. 


(c) Goods wholly manufactured within such countries 
in which all manufacturing processes are per- 


formed in such countries. 


(d) Goods partially produced or manufactured in such 


countries. 
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Provided that the final process or processes of manu- 
facture have been performed in such countries and also 
that the expenditure in material produced in such coun- 
tries and labour performed within such countries (calcu- 
lated subject to the qualification hereunder) in each and 
every article are together not less than one-fourth of the 
factory or works cost of such article in its finished state. 
Provided further that it shall be lawful for Privy Council 
by Order published in the ‘‘ Gazette ’’ to increase the 
amount of one-fourth aforesaid in respect of any class or 
description of goods.

(a) Manufacturer’s profit or the profit or remuneration 
of any trader, agent, broker or other person deal-

(b) Royalties; or 

(c) The cost of outside packages or any cost of packing 
the goods thereinto; or 

(d) Any cost of conveying, insuring or shipping the 
goods subsequent to their manufacture. 


INVOICES 


Kor the purpose of assessing the duty payable upon any 
goods, the importer must produce to the Collector the in- 
voice for the goods in the following form (No. 1 below), and 
it must have printed, typed or written thereon a certificate 
of value. Before goods are admitted as being the produce 
or manufacture of the British Empire, there must be pro- 
duced to the Collector in respect of the goods a certificate 
of origin. 

The certificates of value and origin may be combined and 
the form for this purpose, which closely resembles that re- 
commended for adoption by the Imperial Economic Con- 
ference and now accepted in many British Colonies, is given

States, Hong Kong and the Irish Free State. 


MODIFIED DUTIES ON SABOTS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of December 23 contains a 
Law, dated December 19, which fixes the Customs duties 
(under the ‘‘ Minimum ’”’ Tariff) on wooden sabots (Tariff 
No. 599) at 2°50 frs. per pair if plain and at 5 frs. per pair 
if painted or varnished. These goods have hitherto been 
dutiable at 36 frs. and 75 frs. per 100 kilogs. respectively.

RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTAS: FISH

It will be observed that in most cases the total quotas 
shown above are lower than those announced in September.

FRAN CE—Continued 
BUDGET LAW: TAXATION MODIFICATIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” of December 24 contains 
a Law, dated December 23, which lays down various measures 
to assist in balancing the French Budget. The following 
provisions of this Law are of interest to importers. 


Tax on Motor Fuels.—Article 20 withdraws, as from Feb- 
ruary 1, the “ circulation ”’ taxes at present charged on 
motor vehicles using liquid fuel, and substitutes therefor a 
tax of 50 frs. per hectolitre on all liquid fuels used in road 
transport. Schist oils of French origin are, however, to be 
exempt, and provision is also made for the partial exemp- 
tion, under conditions to be fixed later, of liquid fuels con- 
taining at the most 30 per cent. of alcohol and destined for 
use in agricultural engines or by various transport under- 
takings. 

If in six months it appears that the new tax is not yield- 
ing the estimated revenue, it may be increased, by Decree, 
by not more than 10 frs. per hectolitre. 


Consumption Duty on Alcohol.—The surtax of 100 frs. 
per hectolitre of pure alcohol imposed by the Law of Febru- 
ary 28 last (see the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 9 (page 394) ) on 
spirits containing anise and having less than 400 grms. of 
sugar per litre, on bitters and on all aperitifs other than 
those based on wine and with a strength of less than 23 
degrees, is increased to 200 frs. per hectolitre of pure 
alcohol (Article 23). 


Licence Tax on Goods subject to Quota.—Article 24 main- 
tains in operation during 1934 Article 56 of the Law of 
February 28 last, which provides that importers of any 
product subject to quota restrictions which is imported 
under licence or quota certificate may be required to pay a 
tax, the rates of which are to be specified by Decree. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The French ‘“‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of December 31 contains 
a Decree and Order, dated December 30, which extend the 
system of restricting imports into France to specified quotas, 
to apply to a number of additional articles, including certain 
iron and steel, woollen, etc., tissues, many kinds of 
machinery and metal wares, gramophone records, motor 
cycles and motor cars, some rubber goods, including tyres, 
asbestos wares and certain chemicals, etc. We publish below 
particulars of the quotas granted to the United Kiugdom 
for the first quarter of 1934. 


lt should be noted that the import of all goods subjected 
to restrictions by the measures referred to above is subject 
to import licence. 


The same issue of the “‘ Journal Officiel ” also contains 
a series of Orders fixing the quotas for the first quarter of 
1934 in respect of goods which have been subject to restric- 
tion in the past. Owing to pressure on space, it is not 
possible to give particulars of the quotas for these articles, 
but they will be published in next week’s issue of the 
‘““B.T.J.’ In the meantime, persons desiring details of the 
quotas may obtain them from the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. It may, 
however, be mentioned that in general the United Kingdom 
quotas are approximately 25 per cent. of those ruling during 
the previous quarter. 


In those cases in which the administration of the United 
Kingdom quotas has been carried out in the past by organi- 
sations in this country, the quotas will continue to be 
administered by these organisations during the coming 
quarter.

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of December 31 announces 
that as from January | and until the conclusion of nego- 
tiations with the Governments of interested countries the 
French Government reserves the right to hold in reserve 
10 per cent. of the quotas for the import of coal. In conse- 
quence the bases for the issue of licences for coal may be 
reduced by 10 per cent. as compared with those in operation 
in December.

LICENCE TAX ON IMPORTED COAL, ETC. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’’ of December 31 contains 
a Decree, dated December 30, which provides that the licence 
tax of 0-20 fr. per 100 kilogs. which was levied in 1933 on 
coal, coal bricks, lignite briquettes and coke imported 
under licence or quota certificate into France (except Saar) 
and Algeria, is to be collected at the following increased 
rates during 1934: 

Coal, lignite briquettes and coke--0-40 fr. per 100 kilogs. 

Anthracites, i.e. coals containing less than 10 per cent. 
of volatile matter in the dry fuel, and in pieces of 
more than 10 millimetres—-0-50 fr. per 100 kilogs. 

Coal or lignite bricks (agglomérés)—0-50 fr. per 100 
kilogs. 

Coal and coke destined for use by the blast furnaces of 
metai works or by the coke works which supply such 
furnaces continue to be exempt from the licence tax, 
but the exemption granted in 1933 to coal for railways 
is withdrawn. 


GREECE 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
reports the issue of a Ministerial Decision regulating the 
Greek import restrictions for the period November 16, 1933, 
to May 15, 1934. Except for one or two amendments, par- 
ticulars of which are given below, the arrangements in force 
during the previous quota period are to remain in operation 
for the period in question. 


Coffee.—-No import books will be granted for the importa- 
tion of coffee. 


Tyres and inner tubes (Tariff No. 266 (d) 4, 5 and 6).— 
The individual quotas granted for the period ending Novem- 
ber 15 are to be reduced by 20 per cent. in respect of quan- 
tities above 3,000 kilogs. The balance resulting from this 
reduction will be distributed between those importers who 


can prove by documentary evidence that they represented 


foreign firms exporting such goods prior to May 7, 1932, but 
who were not previously granted a quota. 


Unspecified chemical products (Tariff No. 159 (g) 19).— 
A special Commission will be appointed to decide upon appli- 
cations to import goods of this kind of types which are also 
manufactured locally.

(EXEMPTIONS) 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Novem- 
ber 9, 1933 (page 677), regarding the imposition of a tem- 
porary restriction on the importation into the Netherlands 
of, inter alia, certain classes of leather, the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague has now for- 
warded particulars of a Ministerial Order (No. 33,299 J.A.) 
which exempts drum skins and parchment from the restric- 
tion in question. 


IMPORT RESTRICTION ON HERRING 
(PICKLED AND BRINED) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague states that, according to Dutch press reports, the 
importation into the Netherlands of pickled and brined 
herring (gutted or not) has been prohibited, with effect 
from December 10, 1933. 


As from that date the gutting and salting of fresh herring 
in the Netherlands has also been prohibited. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES 
NEW IMPORT TARIFF 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.’’ of Septem- 
her 14, 1933 (page 380), the Commercial Agent at Batavia 
reports, by telegraph, that the new Customs Tariff is to be 
enforced on January 10, 1934. 


NORWAY 
PROHIBITED EXPORT OF HERRING 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Oslo 
reports that, by a Royal Resolution issued on December 15, 
the exportation of fresh large herring and fresh spring 
herring from Norway has been further prohibited until 
June 30, 1934, unless the herring is intended for such exporta- 
tion by fishermen’s organisations approved by the Ministry 
of Commerce. 


PORTUGAL 
EXPORT SURTAXES: EXCHANGE 
MEASURES 


ixporters are required, under existing Portuguese legis- 
lation respecting exchange control, to deposit or guarantee 
special surtaxes on all kinds of merchandise exported or 
re-exported from Portugal to foreign countries, the deposit 
being refunded or the guarantee cancelled on the handing 
over to the Bank of Portugal for the account of the State, 
at a fixed rate of exchange, a percentage of the foreign 
currency received in payment for the goods exported. 

The amount of foreign currency to be handed over has 
heen reduced from 25 per cent. to 5 per cent. as from Decem- 
ber 15, 1933 (Order No. 7,724 published in the ‘‘ Diario do 
Governo ”’ for December 4, 1933). 


IMPORT OF EDIBLE OILS 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo”’ (Lisbon) for December 27 
contains a Decree-Law (No. 23,410) of the same date, in 
force immediately, which deals generally with trade in olive 
and other edible oils. 


The Decree provides that olive oils and other edible oils 
may only be imported through the following Customs 
houses :—Lisbon, Oporto, Funchal, Ponta Delgada, Setubal, 
Elvas, Portimao, Lagos, Olhao, Villa Real de Santo Antonio 
and Leixoes, and prohibits the importation of olive oil which 
does not comply with the conditions set out in the Law. 


The following new tariff heading is established :—No. 
601 B—Olive oil with more than 4 per cent. of acidity, 
exclusively for refining—duty under the Minimum Tariff 
34 gold centavos per kilog. (this duty is expressed in the 
former currency and must be multiplied by 24-44 to convert 
to the present currency) plus a surtax of 20 per cent. of the 
duty.

SPAIN 
IMPORT QUOTAS 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid’’ for December 27 contains a 
Decree dated December 22, which fixes the quotas, for the 
first quarter of 1934, for the goods which are already subject 
to the quota system. 

The quotas, which are fixed as a percentage of the average 
imports of each item during the corresponding period in 
the years 1931-2, are at the same rates as hitherto, viz. :—

EXPORT OF WALNUT VENEERS 


With reference to the notice published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ 
for November 16 (page 714) regarding the prohibition of the 
export from Spain of walnut wood, an Order was published 
in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for December 23, in force 
from the date of publication, which withdraws the prohibi- 
tion in respect of walnut veneers (hojas 0 chapa) of a thick- 
ness not exceeding 5 mm. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period January 1-10 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 136.12 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques. 


SWITZERLAND 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: MOTOR-CARS 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten’’ of December 23 contains 
an announcement respecting the import of motor vehicles 
and parts into Switzerland during 1934. In principle, 
licences will be granted only to firms who imported during 
1932 and who are regular importers, i.e., the agents of 
foreign manufacturers, domiciled in Switzerland. The 
amount of the quotas will remain the same as previously, 
until further notice. 

As regards motor cars, special facilities will be granted in 
the following cases : — 

(a) Additional quotas for chassis to be fitted with 
bodies in Switzerland ; 

(b) Special facilities for the import of spare parts; 

(c) Additional quotas for importers who order spare 
parts and accessories of motor cars from Swiss 
firms to a greater value than their purchases 
during 1932; 

(d) Additional quotas for firms who import incomplete 
cars within the limits of their quotas and equip 
them in Switzerland with parts and accessories 
of Swiss manufacture. 


No additional quotas will, however, be granted in respect 
of motor lorries. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


PROCESSING AND COMPENSATING TAXES 
ON HOGS AND CORN (MAIZE) 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 23, 1933 (page 750), the Board 
of Trade have received information that the Secretary of 
Agriculture has fixed the processing tax on maize from 
December 1, 1933, at 5 cents per bushel, instead of raising 
it 20 cents per bushel as previously announced. 

Particulars of the compensating taxes on imported articles 
processed or manufactured wholly or in chief value from 
hogs or from field corn (maize) have been published in 
Treasury Decisions 4406 and 4407, and may be examined 
by persons interested on application to the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR 
SOFT FURNISHINGS AT THE WHITE CITY 


It is probable that there is no group of exhibitors at the 
Textile Section of the British Industries Fair which is look- 
ing forward with greater optimism to the display at the 
White City next month than is the soft furnishings group. 
This group has grown from small beginnings, and last year 
occupied a complete hall for the first time. This in itself 
was an advantage, but doubly so as the hall is situated at 
the junction of the Textiles Section and the Furniture 
Section. All visitors to the latter pass through the soft 
furnishings section. For the 1934 Exhibition the space 
allotted to the soft furnishings section has not proved suffi- 
cient, and while an additional hall has been added, it is 
possible that this will not be enough to meet requirements. 


WIDENING F1ELp or British MANUFACTURE 


The widening field covered by British manufacturers of 
furnishing fabrics will be demonstrated in the display at 
the White City. Quite a number of cloths are now being 
made in this country which previously were the exclusive 
production of Continental manufacturers. This was a point 
of interest at the 1933 Fair, but it will be much more pro- 
nounced upon the coming occasion. The general improve- 
ment in trade throughout the country, and particularly in 
the heavy industries, is regarded as a good omen for home 
sales, and on the export side there is growing confidence, 
more especially in the Dominion markets, in the prospects of 
increasing purchasing power abroad. 


The buyer of furnishing fabrics will be offered an oppor- 
tunity of studying at the White City, under what amount 
to ideal conditions, the complete range of goods which are 
available. There has been during the last decade an in- 
creasing interest in the art of furnishing. British manu- 
facturers have done their best to foster this general renais- 
sance of decorative art, from which they have certainly 
profited. In conformity with this their ranges have in- 
creased in variety to a remarkable extent. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN CoLOUR AND DESIGN 


In regard to colour schemes, while there is not the same 
tendency towards the vivid designs and colourings, there 
is a keener interest in effects. It will also be found that 
more and more people in this age, when the ordinary man in 
the street is the purchaser of his own home, are considering 
the colour scheme for the upholstery before the actual 
decoration of the room itself. This is as it should be, and 
the day may well come when the retailer of furnishing 
fabrics will be at least exempt from the arduous task of 
trying to match the wallpapers. 


TAPESTRIES AND DAMASKS 


Visitors to the White City sections of the British In- 
dustries Fair will be pleasantly surprised at the range of 
British-made tapestries and damasks, which were formerly 
the product of Germany and France. The fabrics are better 
and cleaner woven than those they replace. British firms 
are not ‘‘ copyists,’’ but have prepared fabrics the high 
standard of which has led to repeat orders of each number 
and the establishment of a steadily expanding business. 


There is a definite tendency towards two-tone effects, but 
in conformity with the general demand there is slightly more 
soberness in design as well as colour. Geometric styles are 
still favoured in many quarters, though flower effects of a 
not too exaggerated type will certainly be well featured. 
The small neat floral design is very popular for the small 
house. Shadow-striped effects on wool and cotton check 
tapestries have been developed in a range which is sure to 
attract attention. 


Some houses are favouring all-cotton fabrics for the 
cheaper end of the trade, but it will be found that rayon is 
still very prominent in the medium-priced casements. There 
is, in fact, an excellent demand for printed rayon and cotton 
end-and-end brocades, and also for rayon dyed warp cotton 
slub and fancy weft fabrics. For cushion covers, eiderdowns, 
bedspreads, etc., rayon, it might be said, still reigns 
supreme. Cross-dyed satins and taffetas will be prominent 
in this connection. For eiderdowns a satin back and border 
and a centre of crepe is much in favour.

Prints, SILKS AND CHINTZES 


In addition to the wide range of cotton, wool and linen 
goods to be shown at the Fair there will also be available 
for those who require it the finest hand-blocked prints and 
silks. It is a peculiar fact that in this trade there are firms 
who can supply the richest productions for tapestries and 
at the same time are willing and ready to cater for the 
cheaper end of the trade. 

Headway in furnishings has been a feature of every sec- 
tion, from fine chintzes or rayon cushion cover taffetas to 
heavy velour hangings or upholstery fabrics. All the new 
productions for 1934 will be on show at the White City, and 
judging from advance glimpses the furnishing hall will be 
a feast of beauty. 

There will be dainty glazed chintzes, hand-block and 
machine-printed in old-world designs on pastel grounds. The 
quilted chintz, an interesting revival, will be found pecu- 
liarly useful for certain styles of bedroom decoration. The 
new patterned chintzes are very attractive and enhance the 
appearance of rooms suited to them in a marked manner. 

Sombre yet beautiful prints on crash linens, modernistic 
designs which strike a severe yet not too harsh note, and go 
to perfection with weathered oak and chromium fittings, 
sumptuous rayon brocades and richly embossed plushes will 
be among the wide range to be seen at the Exhibition. 
Several producers are stressing what they describe as 
‘ dissymetrical ’’ designs, that is, modern designs showing a 
flowing type of motif. 


DovsLt PILE VELVETS 


Cotton velvet with a pile on both sides, a registered pro- 
duction, was shown at the 1933 Exhibition. This fabric will 
again be on view at the coming Fair, where it will be shown 
printed as well as plain dyed. The printing of double pile 
velvet is an achievement in itself which has meant months 
of experiment and research, and it has only been accom- 
plished by the co-operation of weaver, producer and finisher. 
The fabric will be shown in prints employing ten colours, 
both the face and the back of the cloth being printed. 

Free passport visas, valid for three months, are avail- 
able for overseas buyers; while special rates for travel with- 
in the United Kingdom can also be obtained. Several 
Continental railways, steamship and air lines offer substan- 
tial reductions in fares to buyers visiting the Fair. 

Full information on these subjects and all matters relat- 
ing to the Fair can be obtained from the nearest British 
Commercial Diplomatic Officer, Trade Commissioner or 
Consul.

British Standard Specification for Fibre Cores for Wire Ropes 
(B.S.S. No. 525/1933). 

The British Standards Institution have just issued a British 
Standard Specification for Fibre Cores for Engineering and 
Colliery Wire Ropes. 

So far as is known this is the first attempt made to deal 
with the very important subject of wire rope fibre cores, which 
have been responsible for many instances of wire rope failures. 

The central fibre core in any wire rope is at least equal 
in importance to the wires in the strands; inferior or un- 
suitable fibre cores impair the integrity of wire ropes and 
greatly reduce their endurance in service. Fibre cores in wire 
ropes are heavily compressed during the closure of the rope 
and in addition have to withstand stresses in service due to 
the working load and the flexure of the rope. The central 
fibre core in a wire rope must support the wire strands so 
that there is no undue mutual abrasion of the wires in 
adjacent strands and also must provide an elastic bed to allow 
relative displacement and deformation of the wire strands 
when the rope is flexed round a sheave. 

It is obvious that cores of inadequate size or cores made 
from inferior or unsuitable fibre will not support the wire 
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strands nor provide them with an elastic bed; concealed from 
view unsuitable fibre is liable to disintegration. 

Internal corrosion in wire rope is a serious matter since the 
rope may be of good outward appearance when the inner 
wires are badly corroded. Experience has shown in many 
instances that internal corrosion in wire rope is directly attri- 
butable to inferior or unsuitable fibre central cores. 

Apart from size and quality, wire rope fibre cores should 
be as nearly as possible free from salt and acid, some fibre is 
inherently acid and the presence of soluble salt is obviously 
undesirable. ) 

Commercial fibres vary considerably in salt content; for 
example, it is found that untreated Manila fibre is normall 
much higher in salt content than certain Empire fibres, suc 
as New Zealand hemp. Absolute neutrality as to acid and 
total absence of salt is virtually impossible to attain with any 
fibre but careful selection, appropriate treatment and due 
care, prior to or in process of manufacture, render it possible 
to produce fibre cores for wire ropes limited as to salt and 
ail content. 

The Specification includes maximum limits for salt and 
acid content in wire rope fibre cores and methods for the 
chemical determination of salt and acid are given in the 
appendices. 

It is recognised that, to comply with the provisions of the 
Specification as to salt and acid, it is necessary for manu- 
facturers of wire rope fibre cores to follow a regular system 
of testing in connection with their purchases of raw fibre. 
To standardise such testing, recommended methods for 
sampling the fibre in the bale and for routine works tests for 
salt and acid are given in the appendices. 

It is well known that all fibre ropes readily absorb moisture 
from the atmosphere. The presence of moisture in a wire 
rope fibre core is obviously undesirable and cores should be 
rendered as free as possible from moisture before they are 
impregnated with lubricant. Saturation of dry fibre cores 
with lubricant in addition to providing central lubrication for 
the wires of the rope prevents the re-absorption of moisture 
by the core. 

While the circumference of the central or main fibre core in 
a six strand round strand wire rope is specified to be approxi- 
mately one half the circumference of the wire rope, the actual 
size of the core varies somewhat dependent upon the kind of 
fibre and the degree of hardness with which the core is laid, 
For a wire rope of equal circumference, cores made from soft 
fibre are normally larger than cores made from hard fibre and 
hard laid cores may be smaller in size than soft laid cores. 

To ensure absence of abrasion between the adjacent strands 
of wire rope the size of the central fibre core should be such 
as to allow feeler penetration between the adjacent strands of 
a new wire rope; this affords proof that adjacent wire rope 
strands do not initially bear upon each other and makes 
allowance for the further compression of the central fibre core 
when the wire rope is subjected to service conditions. 

There exists considerable discrepancy of opinion as to the 
most suitable kind of fibre to be employed for any particular 
wire rope. The Specification allows latitude in the selection 
of fibre cores for engineering and colliery wire ropes while 
imposing minimum standards of quality.
